LONDON, May 26, 7:07 p. m.—The 


correspondent of the Central News at 
Tokio cables that the Japanese attack- 
ed Nan Quan Ling, on the narrowest 
part 
of the Kwan Tung peninsula, 


yesterday, and drove back the Rus- 
sians by main force. The attack on 
Kin Chau, the dispatch adds, was, be- 
gun at dawn today and by noon ^Kin 
Chau was .in the hands of the Japs, 
who occupied the castle. 


The fighting continued during the 


afternoon and was of the most des- 
perate character. 
It 13 believed the 


casualties were heavy. 


LONDON, 
May 26.—In an earlier 


message the Tokio correspondent of 
the Central News cabled that Japanese 
spies had ascertained that the Rus- 
sias had thirty guns at Kin Chau and 
numerous mines and -wire entangle- 
ments at all points where a Japanese 
attack was expected. The fighting is 
said to have taken place today. 


After the' occupation of Kin Chau 


the'Russians retired in good order to

Henry Sykes, 
first mate, could give no explanation 
of the accident.

Shiveley, second engineer, was blown 
through the side of the Wilson and 
landed 25 feet away. 


THIRTEEN SAVED. 


Thirteen members of the crew were 


saved. All of them with the exception 
of two were more or less injured. 


The Wilson was literally blown to 


pieces and her hull sa'nk !n 18 feet of 
water. Two heavy pieces of her boiler 
were found almost 500 yards from the 
bank.

The Wilson was valued at $25,000.

NEED. MEMBERS. 


"We need them. In fact, I might say 


we need more of them. We need more 
of them -for the reason that we have 
grown too big to simply be satisfied 
with small things and small results, 
and we are not quite big enough for 
the big- things that we would like to un- 
dertake, and, for the big things that we 
feel that-Oakland has every reason to 
expect of us. 
So. of course, we need 


members, and that is one of the reasons 
that I say that they should be men- 
tioned next to the president. 
"I do not want you to imagjne for a 


moment that, because I say that we 
need members, the Oakland Board of 
Trade is not prosperous. 
Today, it is 


more so. It IB more united and more 
determined than it has ever been be- 
fore. 
We are, today, strong as you 


may know, by looking around you. 


THEN AND NOW. 


' "As an evidence of the fact that the 
Board of Trade is today a very differ- 
ent Board of Trade from what it was 
a. few years ago you need only to look 
up and down these tables- and espec- 
ially this front table. (Laughter.) You 
know very well that, u short time ago, 
it would have been impossible for the 
Oakland Board of Tra.de to have held a 
banquet at all. Of course, I do not 
mean by that that the members of It 
did not have the price, but I mean it 
would have been impossible to have 
gotten them together. 
There was not 
that feeling. 
(Laughter.) 


"And I also want to say that you all 
know ,that the time was, and not very 
long ago, when, to rise to the dignity 
of a splendid banquet like this, ami 
then to have the president of the Board 
of Trade merely come there, as you 
might say, one of the guests, and pos- 
sible, be compelled to say a few words 
for the Board of Trade and to sit'there 
quietly and simply drink.in and enjoy 
the things that take place, was a dif- 
ferent kind of proposition. 


OUTGROWN ONE-MAN BOARD. 
•'And, as an evidence of prosperity, I 


want to say we have gotten beyond the 
'one-man' Board of Trade proposition.

We have risen to the dignity of a real, 
genuine toastmaster and I point with 
pride to him. (Applause). 


"As I said before, the time,was when 
the presideut of the Board of Trade 
was supposed to attend to all the ardu- 
ous duties, keep things going up an oc- 
casion of this sort, and do almost ev- 
erything else.

KNOCKERS ABSENT. 


"So, I say tonight we can rejoice in 


that fact because we know there are 
none of them with us, and we can for- 
get whatever tribulations we have and 
simply think and talk of the things we 
can do for the betterment of Oakland, 
and of the good things we. have 
in 


Oakland. 
"I want to say that a city 
prospers 


j just simply to the extent that the citi- 
! zens of a city are progressive and vlgl- 


i larit and to the extent that they 
are 
' willing to bear their share of the bur- 


I den and to contribute their portion of 
whatever is necessary to make the city 
go along. I hold that any 
merchant, 
any .manufacturer, and 
professional 


man, 
or any man who does not feel 
that he is justified in associating him- 
self with other gentlemen in the organ- 


ization of, for instance, an institution 
like the Board of Trade, lacks the ele- 
ments of good citizenship. 
Do 
you 
suppose you can go out on the street 
and find a man who iives in Oakland, 
ar.d you say to him: 
'You live here?' 
'Yes, sir.' 
'From choice?' 'Yes, sir.' 
'Well, are you interest-d in the welfare 
of Oakland?' 
'I 
am.' 
'Well, 
why 
don't you do something for It?' 'Well. 
I can't afford it. I would like to, but I 
can't afford it.' 


ONE DOLLAR A MONTH. 


"Well, now, he can .ifford it. 
Thertj 
is a way. And he can do it for $1 a 
month. All that is nec.-ssary is for him 
to contribute his $1 a month to seven 
or eight or nine hundred other dollars 
that' the members of th-j Board of Trade 
contribute and he is doing just as 
any other man who is a member of the 
Board of Trade. And he simply offers 
up that dollar to be put into the purse 


i that you may go out and buy w-hatever 
is necessary for the beUerment of Oak- 
land. We can spread the light of tn« 
| things we have in Oakland. It is well 
| for the people in the East to know, If 
! we can get enough people together to 


i make up a large enough purse. Armies 
j are made up out of the numbers who 
. will come forth 
to 
volunteer. 
The 
| Merchants' Association of San Fran- 
I Cisco are holding their annual banquet 
in San Francisco tonight. 


FORCE FOR GOOD. 


"You who have kept any track of the 
work of that association know 
the 
splendid force they have been for good 
in that city. If you have watched them 
you know that practically all of the 
good things that have been done in San 
Francisco have found their birth 
or 
their origin in the Merchants' Associa- 
tion. Now, just as th^y have been a 
factor of great good l.i San Francisco, 
the Oakland Board of Trade can be in 
Oakland, if you will jiive us the same 
measure of support that the citizens of 
San Prar.cisco give to the Merchants' 
Association, and 
we 
• ertair.Iy 
expect 
that you will. The California Promo- 
tion Committee and the State Board of 
Trade—I arn pleased to say that we 
have with us tonight two members of 
the State Board of Trade—-I say those 
two, the California Promotion Commit- 
tee and the State Board of Trade, are 
constantly doing a. very great amount 
of work for the bet:erment of Cali- 
fornia. All over the I'nited States and 
in Europe, they are s- nding literature, 
simply picturing to the people there 
what we have in California.. 


UNVARNISHED TRUTH. 


"They are not pain: ing any pictures 
in glowing colors thai, look as though 
they belong to the impressionist school, 
but they are simply telling the plain 
unvarnished truth, in regard to Cali- 
fornia, the most glorious State in the 
Union. They are doing that, but they 
are not- working for 
any 
particular 
community. They are working for the 
State of California as a whole. 
"They simply, as it were, get up in 
a balloon and scatter the feathers ar.d 
let them fall where they may. 


"Now,- are we getting our share of the 
people that they are causing to come to 
California? Are we setting our share, 
and.if not, why not? Simply because 
we have been disorganized, simply be- 
cause we have, been too well satisfied 
with ourselves, simply because we have 
been too indolent and too indifferent to 
the progress of our county. What we 
want to do is "lo get together. 
We 
want to co-operate iind we want to 
take them over and pay: . 'Here there 
are.so many thousands coming into this 
State, what are we entitled to, the1 ban- 
ner county of the State? How many 
men do we want, how much do we want 
to add to our wealth1.' 


"When you do that, you are already 
on the anxious seat, and you are tho 
next thing to being converted to the 
idea, and it is the best thing to work 
and stand for your county. 
Now, gen- 


tlemen, I want you to do that. (Great 
applause.) 


MIRROR OF-BOARD, OF TRADE. 
"The splendid body of rrie'n 
that 
you see here tonight is simply a mir- 
ror of the Board of Trade. We have 
with us tonight bart-ly two-fifths of 
our membership, and you may see that 
you 
need not be ashamed to join a 
company 'as strong; as that. You do 
not need to. be ashamed to lift up 
your voice and .hold up the honor of 
the Board or Trade of Oakland or to 
try-to bring others t^ It. This is sim- 
ply, as I say, a mirror held up to it, 
and what you see there simply reflects 
what there is outside of the scope of 
that mirror. But, ur fortunately, 
the 
mirror that Is held up only reflects that 
which- is in front of H. Unfortunately, 
ofe'•. have not as many men in the 
Board of Trade as we want. We want 
and we want you gentlemen, 
enfce 


every 
one 
of you to represent the 


membership committee which was cre- 
ated at the time of the new adminis- 
tration of tho Board of Trade, and they 
have pledged themselves to the se- 
curemcnt of a thousand members to 
the Board of Trade and' they are go- 
ing to do it (Applause) and they are 
going to do it easily. 


ONE THOUSAND MEMBERS. 


"They will do it more easily if you 


will help them fight for 
that 
one 


thousand members. 
You may 
have' 
heard of the Frenchman who, travel- 
ing in Switzerland turned to n Swiss 
and said 'How is it that your people 
are always fighting for money while 
we Frenchmen are always fighting for 
honor'" And the Swltzer said 'Well. I 
suppose we are both fighting for what 
we need most' (laughter.) 


"Now, 
gentlemen, that is what we 


need in the Board of Trade—members, 
because it takes money to do the things 
that we want to do, nnd I am sure Unit 
any one can afford 
to go down in 
their pocket and dig" up one dollar a 
month for the sake of the g-ood that 
the Oakland Board of Trade can do 
to Oakland. One of the first reasons 
why 
we want members is that the 


minute you go to a man that is not 
a member of the Board of Trade, he is 
not a member becaune ho lias 
not 
thought of it or because he has not 
been converted to the idea of helping 
out the country and directing to it in- 
dustries of various natures. 


REMOVED A KNOCKER. 


"You 
want to go to him and tell 


him that you want him, that you need 
him, 
but, above that, When you get a 


man In an organization like the Board 
of Trade of this city that makes for all 
things good for Oakland and in Ala- 
meda county, you have permanently 
and po.sitively removed him from the 
ranks of the knocker and you have got 
him arrayed on your side, because you 
know it is said that those who are not 
with us are against us. And we can 
not afford in Oakland at the present 
lime to have any one against us, and 
I want you all to l'c-cl that it is your 
duly to brinar one, two, three, four or 
five members into the Board of Trade. 


"Now, 
you have not done your whole 


duty when you simply contribute your 
dollar. You have only done a portion 
of it. 
You havo done your full duty 
when you have not only contributed 
your dollar, but you have contributed 
efforts to get the next man to contri- 
bute his dollar. Now, that is what 
you can-do for the Oakland Board of 
Trade; you can do more, you can be- 
come interested in the Board of Trade. 
You can constantly watch the differ- 
ent questions and the different things 
that come before the Oakland Board 
of Trade. 


CAN HELP IN EVERY WAY. 


"You 
can take an interest in those 


affairs. You can watch the questions 
that come before them. You can .come 
around and see us, and you can hslp 
us in every way by your advice and 
help, and there is something else you 
can do for the Oakland Board of Trade 
one of these days, something that you 
ougrht to be ashamed of that you have 
not done before. 
"I am not here to deliver a lecture 
or to lambaste you but I simply want 
to call your attention to a few things 
that I hope you will thank me for, 
because it has slipped your mind. 


BUILDING OF THEIR OWN. 


"That is, that a city like Oakland, 
where 
the Oakland Board of Trade 


numbering about 1,200—I said 1,000. 
but you took it so kindly that we will 
have 1,200,—why we ought to have a 
building of our own (great applause) 
and I believe we can have it. There 
is no reason why we should not have 
it. 
Other communities have it. and 
they have them that cost several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 
And gentle- 


men, we will be satisfied with one that 
will cost one hundred and fifty—what 
ever you think is right will be all right 
so far as we are concerned. 
"This says that I am supposed to 
talk of the Oakland Board of Trade. 
There is so much to talk about when 
we come to this matter of the Oakland 
Board of Trade that I could go on 
here and monopolize the whole even- 
Ing.

States. 
These corporations are able to offer rewards for ambition greater 


than even the distinction of public service. To be the president of a great 
railroad system is today a jrreater p ace than that of United States Senator ov 
member of the Cabinet. The? Boston News Bureau recently called attention to 
the fact that the Oriental representative of the Standard Oil Company has a 
salary equaling that of the President of the United States, and that he Is bet- 
ter Informed as to what is soing on in the East than even the American Am- 
bassador at St. Petersburg. It may also be added that the best engineers, thn 
ablest lawyers and the boldest and most far-sighted business men are In the 
•ervlce of the corporations, where their salaries and their powers exceed those 
Which attend the service of the people In the government at Washington.

By virtue of his relationship 


\vith the late Czar, Feodor Romanoff 
was one of the claimants.

gles,, the Poles seized Moscow. ,In'de- 
spair,' the Russians were about to'.ac- 
cept the king of Poland's sovereignty, 
wlren a butcher of Novgorod raised -the 
people in a patriotic effort which drove 
out the invaders.

cow to elect a Czar.. The assembly- met 
in Lent, 1813. After . stormy debates,

present. 
It was thought Bard would 


not fail to meet a gathering of the 
representative business men of Sena- 
tor Perkins' home city in' response to 
the Senator's personal invitation. 


But Bard came not. 
So' 
confident, 


however, were .the committee of 
his 


coming tha-t the summons 
to 
table 


was delayed about fifteen minutes to 
await his 
arrival. 
Even 
after 
the 


guests sat down, it was expected that 
Senator Bard would arrive later. Sen- 
ator Perkins watched 
the 
door at- 


tentively for the first hour, being d;- 
sirous of meeting and greeting his col- 
league -when he came. 
But. his polite 


pains went for naught, and the even- 
ing wore away without the banquec- 
ters getting a sight of the 
Ventura 


statesman. . Now they are wondering 
what kept Bard away. 


Some think he may have staid away 


because of the belief 
that 
Senator 


Perkins is not as enthusiastic over the j 
Bard candidacy for re-election as 
he j 


might be. Senator Bard 
takes 
the 


ground that his own dignity and the 
dignity of his office will not permit 
him to work for re-election, but he 
cherishes the idea that Senator Per- 
kins ought to pull of£ his coat and help 
him. 
He deems it 
perfectly proper 


that Senator Perkins should sacrifice 
his dignity and convenience, and per- 
haps his predilections, to the exigen- 
cies of the Bard ambition. 


It is believed by some, however, tbut 


for all his protesting about making no 
effort to gain votes for himself, Sena- 
tor Bard is setting his trap right noiv 
in San Francisco and laying plans to 
decoy the political birds to enter in. 
The following article from

this ; it -will also throw some light on 
the attitude of Senator 
Perkins 
to- 


ward Bard's aspirations 
to 
succeed 


himself: 


"Today Bard "is giving audience to 


some of his political advisers. State 
Senator Chester Rowell of Fresno, the 
patron saint of the Bardf Senatorial 
career, was one of the first to be called 


to council. Rowell declared without 


a doubt Bard would be the next United 
States Senator. The machine, he de- 
clared, was oiled and working smooth- 


ly. 


So the oft-repeated declarations of 


Bard and the confident assurance of 
Rowell, his alter ego, are paradoxical 
and they have set the politicians buzz- 
ing. 


The latter figure Bard as an obsolete 


or nearly so. Only the expiration of his 
term of office is necessary to his rele- 
gation to private life. 


'They likewise consider that Bard is 


now quite remorseful over his rash ac- 
tion in deciiu-lng himself out of the 
running. The Senator cannot maintain 
his reputation as a stern, never-chang- 


g, a strong-minded and iron-willed 


man if he withdraws his pronuncia- 
mento now; and, as he is in a mood to 
flirt dreadfully, he finds himself ham- 
pered and embarrassed. 
That is the 


likely conclusion. 


"But there are those who now find 


reason in the Senator's madness, and, 
were there any possibility of his elei-- 
tion which all admit there is no,t, they 
would be inclined to chalk him off us 
the frank, unsophisticated statesman, 
and write him down anew as the or- 
iginal 'smooth man' of California pol- 
itics; against whom none other of onr 
long army of "artists" could be com- 
pared. 


"For, say they. Bard has thrown him- 


self into the most, unique position cv«r 
occupied by a Senatorial candidate in 
this State. He has taken to the 'lofty 
plane' arid demanded the toga on a 
plate in order that he may owe abso- 
lutely no obligations to the men who 
may vote for him. 


"In other words, were It possible ;o. 


elect Bard, which It Is conceded not to j 
be, the Senator would.then be in a posi- 
tion logically to say to the legislators 
who favored him; "You have liandcd 
me this honor because the State de- 
manded that you do .so. I; owe ycu 
nothing at a,!I. I did not ask you for 
yoifr votes. I Indeed, I repeatedly as- 
serted that I was not a candidate. In- 
deed, there is no> obligation for me 'o 
meet. 
So|' friend, flit you to tiie 


woods."

"The astute ones'who thus figure out 


tha Bard • intuitions point to the 
fact 


that the Senator never was very strong 
on the patronage game. 
They agree, 


however, that it is scarcely worth -While 
to figure out the program of the Senator 
because of the sllniness of his chances. 


"In his published 
interviews, 
Bard 


made another statement which has been 
received with quite a bit of tittering, and 
rib-nudging by . the score keepers, who 
keep track of the points of the game. 


"The Senator confided to his interview- 


ers that Senator Perkins nad agreed to 
do as much for him as he. Bard, had 
done for Perkins ill -the latter's last cam- 
paign before the Legislature. 


"Now. 
Senator Perkins appears to be 


intent upon maintaining: a strict neutral- 
ity as between Bard and Oxnard, but the 
men who remember the events preceding 
the last Legislature and who find pleas- 
ure in recoiling them, assert that if Per- 
kins does for Bard" what- Bard did for 
Perkins, 
the 
Perkins' 'boost' -will not 


amount to much, 


"These historians recall that 
at no 


time or place, in no newspaper and to no 
person, did Senator Bard declare hlmseU 
for Perkins. He proved the most artful 
of dodffers. and never committed himself 
further than to . admit .that the senior 
Senator was a useful and desirable mem- 
ber of Congress. As a side-stepper'. Bard 
took all prizes from the diamond medal 
to the pewter cup. 


"As a .special instance, It Is recalled'by 


the historical soothsayers that when the 
Los Angeles legislative convention -was 
held, all of Bard's friends, headed 
by 


Bulla and Hughes, and none of Bard's 
enemies, fought the adoption of a reso- 
lution of instruction for Perkins. When 
Bard was personally appealed to 
and 


asked to call his warriors off, his re- 
sponse was that he was not in a posi- 
tion to do so. He" permitted his people 
to carry the flght to a conclusion. Of 
course, as is well rpmemtaared; they were 
snowed under, and the Instruction reso- 
lution was adopted.

Legislature was called, Bard's Assembly- 
man from .Ventura county, Pann, walked 
out. 
So did' Bardjs .other friends 
and 


supporters, among .them 
Tom 
Flint, 


Charlie Belshaw and even Keiso of Los 
Angeles,••a co-trustee with Bard in 
a 


southern theological 
seminary. . There 


were no other bolters save Bard men-, and 
all the Bard men bolted, saving only 
two, 
viz., Senator Chester Rowell and 


Assemblyman A. M. Drew of Fresno. 


"To Drew and Rowell too much credit I 


cannot be given. They stayed with the I 
caucus and voted for Perkins: The oth- 
ers all opposed him. Rowell was Par- 
kins' close personal friend and knew hl» 
worth. 
'Of course, the Fresno Senator 


was then seeking Legislative 
Indorse- 


ment for a place on the Canal Commis- 
sion, but there has never been a desire 
upon the part of arfypne to ascribe his 
action to that fact 


"So, when the history of.Bard's kind- 


nesses to Perkins is reviewed, the wise 
ones conclude that Perkins is fairly lib- 
eral in remaining neutral and not doing 
'what Bard did for him.' "
